At 
the closing of the department and con- 
gress there was a desire in sporting 
pnrluneo "to call England's bluff," the 
opinion being generally held in agree- 
ment with that expressed in Mr. 
Phelps' letter to Secretary Bayard, viz; 
"There need bo no fear but that a reso- 
lute stand on this subject will at onco 
put un end to the mischief complained 
of. 
It is not to be reasonably expected 


that Great liritnln will either encour- 
age or sustain hor colonies in conduct 
which sho herself concedes to bo wrong, 
and which is detrimental to her own in- 
terests as well an ours." 


President Harrison and Gen. J. W. 


Foster, who in the absence of Secre- 
tary Blaine, Is assisting the president 
In conducting the correspondence with 
Grrtit Itritalu, read with much interest, 
Vi'stciduy, the dispatches of the United 
1'ress, portraying the feeling in Lon- 
don in fttvor of a jingo policy, on the 
llohrlntf sea matter. 


It l« until the president is content 


with the situation as far as it has de- 
veloped anil i« satisfied that he will bo 
loyally supported by congress and the 
people iu maintaining the rights of the 
United States. The officials appreciate 
the present exigency that doubtless 
Impels Lord Salisbury to take the posi- 
tion implied by his refusal to extend 
the modus vivcndi.

Stamps. 


ST. Louis, March 11.—Surveyor of 


Customs J. O. Churchill yesterday or- 
dered the seizure of the stamps brought 
into the country by Rosando Fernan- 
dez, the Spaniard now held at the Four 
Courts on a charge of having sold coun- 
terfeit Spanish stamps to one V. Gurdji, 
of Galveston, Tex. The stamps are to 
be seized for having been brought Into 
this country without the payment of 
the prescribed duty. Surveyor Church- 
ill will take steps to have the stamps 
forfeited and sold, if they are found 
genuine, and If counterfeit, forfeited 
and destroyed. He yesterday sent 
Chief Deputy Young to the Four Courts 
to investigate the matter. 


It had already been learned that in 


conversation with Spanish Vice-Consul 
Riviera, Fernandez had acknowledged 
that he had brought into the United 
States without paying duty foreign 
stamps to the value of $5,000, he having 
reached the United States with his 
stamps via Laredo. This statement 
was made to Consul Riviera in Span- 
ish.

The duty on them is 3fl per 
cent, ad valorem.

A TOUGHING SCENE. 


Dr. Souddei'e Wife and Father 


Visit Him In Jail. 


SIS FATHER ATTACKED BY THE MADMAN 


And the Wife Thrown Into Hysterics 


—If the Prisoner is Acting a 


Part He is Doing II 


to Perfection. 


CHICAGO, March 11.—Thero was ft 


touching and sensational scene at the 
county jail yesterday when Dr. Scud- 
der's poor, old, gray-haired father, ac- 
companied by hi!! wife and cousin, ap- 
peared to ask the removal of the pris- 
oner back to the detention hospital. 
They arrived tliero at 11 o'eloolc. At 
that time Dr. Noble \vaa in the prison- 
er's cell attending to his wants. The 
three wore admitted to the narrow 
corridor off which cell No. >11 opens. 
Dr. Scudder's wife and cousin remaitfed 
outside the door while the doctor's fa- 
ther went inside. At the sight of his 
father the prisoner's face brightened a 
little and he showed the first signs of 
interest since his incarceration in the 
jail. 


"I am glad to see you," lie said in a 


feeble voice. He grasped his father's 
hand and kissed him. 


"Would you like to sec your wife." 


was aslced, but Dr. Scudder made no 
•reply. 


"She is outside and would like to see 


you," continued tire father. 
'*She told 


me to tell you that she loved you dearly 
and would (five her life to serve you. 
Won't you see her, Henry, and let her 
comfort you?" 


While his father was pleading with 


him a wild look came into the doctor's 
eyes. Suddenly he uttered a piercing 
scream, sprang from his cot and grabbed 
bis father by the throat. Dr. Noble 
and an attendant grappled with the 
enraged prisoner and after a severe 
struggle succeeded in forcing him into 
Ilia bed. 


Upon hearing the screams his wife 


sprang to the cell door and watched 
the struggle. When lit was over she 
burst into a fit of hysterical weeping. 
She wildly demanded to be allowed to 
see her husband and refused to be com- 
forted. Jailer Morris led the woman 
in a half-fainting condition to his of- 
fice and a few moments later the party 
left the jail. 


When asked what he thought of the 


question of sanity of Dr. Noble said: 


"I do not like to express »a positive 


opinion. I will say, however, that if 
Dr. Scuddor's rage this morning at the 
mention of his wife's name was feigned, 
it was pretty good acting. It's a case 
where one would have to know pretty 
well the history of the man'o life to 
termine his sanity or insanity. Physic- 
ally the doctor is in a bad way and 
greatly debilitated." 


Everything that money, influence 


and skill can accomplish is being done 
to have Dr. Scudder taken back to the 
ilutention hospital pending the hearing 
before Justice Brayton. 


State's Attorney Longenecker said 


yesterday 
afternoon 
that 
Scudder 


would remain in the jail until an order 
from court committed him to a hospital 
for the sick for treatment. 
Ho did not 


believe a transfer to the detention hos- 
pital would again be made.

A BIG FUNKRAL. 


Burial of the Lynched Noeroos at Mem- 


phlB—A Danger Safelv Passed. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 10.—It is es- 


timated that 1,000 negroes came into 
the city from the country, aud by noon 
the church where the services over the 
remains of the lynched negroes were 
held, was filled. liy 1 o'clock the 
street on which it 
is located was 


jammed with negroes. 


The police feared that the funeral 


would break out into a riot, and a 
strong force was held in reserve at the 
station house. At 2 o'clock officers in 
citizens' 
clothes 
mingled with the 


crowds and kept a sharp lookout over 
the more prominent negroes. 


The bodies were brought 
to the 


church in hearses and as the first came 
in sight a low wail broke from the 
crowd. As soon as the first coffin was 
taken into the church the congregation 
broke into a hymn and the tune was 
taken up by the thousands CL negroes 
in the church and in the street.^ 


The preacher "was very temperate in 


hK romarks. He had been warned by 
tin- authorities todo nothing that might 
(.;,-i.eau outbreak. The bodies were 
taken to a negro cemetery beyond the 
city limit*, followed by th« longest 
procession over seen in Memphis. The 
better class of negroes rode in car- 
riages, while the others utilized wa- 
gons, carts and cotton drays.

Word was passed 
along the line, among the farmers, early 
last fall to hold t.he corn for better 
prices, and it has been generally obeyed 
It is expected that when tbe weather 
clears up and the roads become passable 
that prices will advance and the holders 
ot corn will begin to bring it in freely 
The evidences are that they will gener- 
ally secure good prices, for it will all be 
ceeded soon.

< ruot-ed until Decatnt will reach all 
t-irts of Macon county by permanent 
u.Kle. The county is now extending 
810,000 a year on its roads aud bridges 
under the charge of energetic highway 
commissioners whose whole souls are in 
iheir work. They now have the back- 
og of the entire community, and the 
community will be well paid.

Calamities like tlie burn- 
ing of the Hotel Royal have bocome so 
common that it is not without serious 
apprehension that travelers now enter 
their rooms in hotels. The coil of rope 
which is supposed to be designed to help 
them in n direful emergency merely re- 
minds thorn of their peril and of their 
probablo inability in a feudden alarm Io 
cope with it.—Harper's Weekly.

"CATCH THE BABIES!" 


Two Children Dropped From a 


Five-Story Window, 


FOLLOWED BY AFRftHTlC YOUNG GIRL, 


Who Had Lost Her Presence of Mir.d 


and Forgot the Fire Escape— All 


of the Parties Injured, but 


None Killed. 


NEW YORK, March 11.-An intensely 


thrilling: scene was enncttd at a fire in 
n five-story briclc tenement house at 
23f. East Twenty-ninth street yester- 
day afternoon. Tlie fins itself was of 
a very trifling nature, but it so fright- 
ened a young- girl on the fifth floor 
of the building that she dropped two 
little children out o£ the window 
to the sidewalk and then jumped down 
herself. The two children were, badly 
hurt and the girl 
escaped with a 


sprained ankle. She could easily have 
made her escape from the house with 
the children, but she completely lost 
her presence of mind and did the first 
thing that came into her head. 


The fire started on the fourth floor, 


the occupants of which were out. Tho 
door of this room was burst open by tho 
flames, and this frave 
vent for the 


smoke and flames. The rooms imme- 
diately above are occupied hy Her- 
man Knobloeh. 
His danfrhtcr, Katie, 


10 years old, was the only one of 
her family at home 
She had with her 


the two children of I'.ernard Byrnes, a 
laborer, and hi-i wife, who live at :!!)'.» 
First avenue. 
Katie Knobloc-h had 


taken 
tlie children—Stella, 
tiffed 
4 


ycnrs, and Mamie, uped 2 years—for a 
walk and then tukentthem to her home. 


When the- fire started Katie attempted 


to g-o downstairs with the children. 
There was a good deal of smoke, and 
the girl beeome frightened and went 
back into the rooms. 


Rushing to the front window she 


throw it open, pieked np Mamie, held 
the child out at anus length, shoutinfr 
to the people: "Hero,-catch, this child!" 
A cry of horror went up ab Kalie was 
seen to release her hold tin the baby. 
The child lurried over mill foil on its 
bock ou the pavement. 


Then Katie piola-d up Stella anil, 


before the peopli* iu tho street could 
recover from their astonishment, slm 
also eamo tumbling down through 
the air from the filth-story window. 
Peter Clancy, a laborer, tried to catch 
the child, but she bounded out of his 
arms and fell to the sidewalk. Tht; 
force of her fall was broken, but she, 
was seriously injured. 


Katie then crauled out of the win- 


iiow and lump on the led<;e by her 
hands. 
She kicked 
her 
heels 
and 


screamed at the top of her voice for 
somebody to vatcli hor. The crowd 
below implored her to hold on, but she 
let go and dropped. Tlie pirl broke 
through the sieve of human hands tho 
spectators had made to catch her and 
struck the sidewalk, spraining her left 
ankle. 


Little Mamie sustained a fracture ol 


the thigh acd received Internal inju- 
rles which may prove fatal. Stella's 
jaw was fractured and she received se- 
vere contusions.
